The cause of a Dec. 19 train derailment near Didsbury is under investigation. 

Six ('anadian Pacific Railway train cars carrying sulphur derailed a few miles north¬ 
west of the town onto farmland north of Highway 584 near Rge. Rd. 2.1 around 11:40 
p.m. that Friday night. Two of the cars spilled solid sulphur pellets along the tracks, 
said CP spokesperson Salem Woodrow. 

There were no ii\juries and no public safety issues in the incident, she said adding 
railway crews able to clean up the sulphur the following day. 

“CP immediately enacted emergency protocols and all safety precautions and mea¬ 
sures were taken,” she said. 

The line reopened late on Dec. 20. 

The cause of the mishap is under investigation. It is not known how long the inves¬ 
tigation may take, she said. Didsbury RCMP were notified of the derailment but were 
not dispatched to the scene. “Where it was, there was no need for traffic control or 
anything," said Cpl. Warren Wright.

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Efforts renewed to stop 
dumping down ravine

Efforts are being 
stepped up to keep a 
ravine in Didsbury noto¬ 
rious for its popularity 
as a garbage dumping 
ground, clean. 

Possibly due to its 
seclusion, public works 
;md infrastructure man¬ 
ager Greg Skotheim says 
the ravine on Rge. Rd. 
1.5 south of 15 Avenue 
has been a problem area 
for decades. 

A sign recently erected 
beside the ravine says 
'No dumping' and warns 
that violators will be 
prosecuted. 

“We just decided about 
a month ago we have 
to make this a prior¬ 
ity. I’ve talked to bylaw 
enforcement about this 
- it’s something we 
have to let the people 
know about; they can’t 
be doing this dumping," 
said Skotheim. 

Last week, public 
works employees spent 
hours dredging up tires, 
a couch, clothes, com¬ 
puters and other .assort¬ 
ed garbage from the bot¬ 
tom of the west side of 
the steep ravine. 

It has become an 
annual cleanup that usu¬ 
ally results in similar 
items being recovered 
year after year, said 
Skotheim, adding what’s 
being dumped is garbage 
that doesn’t disintegrate. 

“We want to solve this 
problem," he said. 

The annual cleanup is 
required to protect the 
ravine, which drains into 
the Rosebud Creek, front 
causing a logjam and

backing up. 

“If it doesn’t drain 
through here then it’s 
going to back up and 
then we’ve got serious 
issues with this road¬ 
way,” he said. “This is 
actually a bridge struc¬ 
ture... it needs to be 
inspected every year, so 
we have to do it for regu¬ 
lation purposes.” 

A lot of the discarded 
items in the ravine are 
garbage that Skotheim 
says “you can take to 
the landfill and it doesn’t 
even cost you any 
money. It’s disappoint¬ 


ing." 

Instead, he said, the 
garbage dumping Ls an 
expense to the Town of 
Didsbury. 

“I’ve got four guys here 
today,” Skotheim said 
last Tuesday. “We’ve got 
to pick all this stuff up 
and it's probably going 
to be a day and a half of 
work. It’s work - we’ve 
got other things we have 
to do, but we have to 
do this. We’ve got to 
haul all this to the land¬ 
fill and that’s going to 
cost money. So there is 
a cost.”

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Didsbury’s loss is Village 
of Cremona’s gain

Luana Smith will officially be 
Cremona’s CAO as of Jan. 1, 2015 fol¬ 
lowing a vote by the village council to 
hire her on permanently. 

She has been the interim CAO for 
a year, after the Village of Cremona 
contracted the Town of Didsbury for 
CAO services, but now that the year-long 
contract will end, the village needed to 
explore its options. 

Smith said the village did run a compe¬ 
tition to fill the position, but she ended 
up being the best candidate for the job. 

“I’m really excited. I’ve worked hard 
to achieve my certificate* in local govern¬ 
ment management, and part of that is to 
become a CAO, and I think it’s a great 
experience for me and an enormous 


challenge that I’m looking forward to," 
said Smith. 

It’s hard for her to leave Didsbury, 
where she has worked for the past 10 
years, but she said on the positive side, 
she will only be working three days a 
week - a schedule that will serve her 
well due to family commitments. 

Mayor Tim Hagen expressed how valu¬ 
able Smith has been to Cremona council 
during her time there, due to her munici¬ 
pal experience. 

With all Cremona’s councillors being 
new to municipal governance when they 
were elected, she was able to fill in the 
gaps in their knowledge, he said. 

"She helped us out a lot that way, 
which that Ls something you need when 
you’re a new council and you’ve never 
been on anything like that before,” said 
Hagen.
